One night raider was brought 
down in ames, apparently by antt- 
alreraft fire, In the suburb of

_ church and the flames spread to the 
roof. of an adjacent restaurant, but 
were extinguished; the patrons did 
not leave the tnbics. 

A heavy high explosive bomb fell 
in front of a famous theatre and 
another outside a park, damaging n 
private residence which wns often 
the scene of important social events. 
A welfare centre for the blind tn 
Central London was set on fire by a 
bomb dropped almost exactly in the 
grater of one Which fell a fortnight 
ago. : 

Residential districts in North-west 
England, including Liverpool, were 
targets for attnck this morning and a 
South-east Scotland town .was twice 
attacked during the night. Over a 
north-castern district a lone rnider 
was caught in the beam of scarch- 
lights and forced to jettison Its 
bombs in the open country, after 
which British night fighters pursued 
it to the seo and the sound of 
machine-gun fire was. heard,

The State Department cstirrates 
there are 9,000 Caucasian Americans 
and 2,000 Chinese,. Japanese. and 
Fillpino Americans, resident in: the 
nrens involved. It {s understood that 
several American ahips will be divert- 
ed to Chinn for the purpose of 
facilitating the evacuation. 

Women and children and meri ‘in 
noneessentlal occupations. are. partl- 
cularly advised to evacuate ‘as soon 
as possible. It is understood — that 
Admiral Hart, Commander-in-Chict 
of the American Asiatic - Squadron, 
has ordered wives of naval men to 
return to America without delay, 

So far the Consulnte has not ad- 
vised Americans to evacuate, but It 
fs Understood a circular will be issued 
to-morrow. 

The State Department instructions 
asked that the order be not inter- 
preted sdnsationally put taken quict- 
ly. Evacuation was advisable in 
view of the uncertain conditions 
throughout the Orient. The instruc- 
tions definitely advised return to 
Ameticn rather than Manila where 
many Americans evacuated in pre- 
vious Chinn emergencics, 

The Acting Consul-General, Mr. 
Richard P. Butrick, said he had no 
further Information on the matter, 


American Ships Due 


Shipping companics deny know- 
ledge that any ships have been divert- 
ed to Shanghai. Scheduled Ameri- 
can ships calling here are the Pre- 
adent Gorfield, due October 14, Pre- 
sident Coolldge, duc October 24, 
President Pierce, due November 1, 
West Cusseta duc October ‘27 and 
Dona Aurora, due October nl.

251 tons were thrown upon London 
in a single night. : 

“On that particular night 180 
persons were killed. That was to 
sny, It took n ton of bomba to kill 
three-quarters: of a person. There- 
fore, the dendliness of attack in Ihts 
war appeared to be only 1-13th of 
that of 1914418." 

Good Shelter System 

Mr, ChurcHill gave Britain's shelter 
system as the explanation. 

“We expected,” the Prime Minister 
continued, when we entered the war, 
to sustain losses of three thousand 
Killed and 12,000 wounded night after 
night, Since the war began up to 
last Saturday, as the result of air 
bombing, about 6,500 people have 
been killed abd:23,000 wounded.’ 

“The destruction of prop has, 
however, been ivery considerable.” 

Mr, ChurchiJl “declared that it 
would take ten years at the present 
rate for half the houses of London 
to be demolished but quite a lot of 
things were going to happen to Hitler 
and the Nazi reglne before even 
ten yenrs were over (Cheers). Even 
Mussolini had some . ences 
ahead of him which he had not fore- 
scen at the time when he thought it 
safe and profitable to stab the 
stricken and prostrate French Re- 
public in the back. . 

Reprisals Sterile © 

Asking his hearers not to go into 
a sterile controversy on the subject 
of what were.or were not reprisals, 
Mr. Churchill declared that no-one 
must look fotward to any relief from 
bombing merely from winter weather, 
but he added! “It may be that somo 
new method will be devised to make 
wholesale bombing of civilian popula- 
tlon by night or in fogs more exciting 
to the enemy thon it is at present.”

Victories of Air 

This, declared Mr. Churchill, was 
n tremendous fact. These victories 
ot the Afr Farce enabled the Navy, 
which was now receiving very great 
reinforcements apart altogether from 
the American destroyers now coming 
rapidly into service, to assert its pure 
and well-tried power. 

In the alr, both in fighters and in 
bombers, we were at this moment, 
after all these months of battle, sub- 
stantinily stronger octually and re- 
latively than we were in May. 

The pilot situation was rapidly im- 
proving. 

No-one, Mr, Churchill went on, ever 
pretended that we could overtake 
Germany’s immense lead In the frst 
year or 50 of war. “We have a long 
lnpse to make up. We must give 
ourselves a chance, Perhaps It will 
be possible to make a more satisfac- 
tory statement on this subject this 
time next year.” 

Referring to reinforcement of the 
British armies in the Middle East and 
elsewhere, Mr. Churchill sald that 
he would make no prophecics about 
what would happen when British, 
Australian, New Zealand, Indian and 
Egyptinn froops came to close grips 
with the Invaders who were now 
making their way across the desert 
towards them. 

“All I will say is that we are doing 
our best and there, as here, we {ce 
a good deal better than we did some- 
time ngo.” 

Dakar Episode 

Refrring to the Dakar episode, Mr. 
Churchill sald that this operation was 
primarily French and though they 
were ready to give It the measure of 
support which might in certain cir- 
cumstances have been declaive, they 
were no more anxious than General 
de Gaulle to get Involved in a long 
ond sanguinary confilct with the 
Vichy French. 

After ying tribute to the judg- 
ment of General de Gautle, Mr. 
Churchill snid the Government had 
no Intention whatever of abandoning 
General de Gaulle’s couse until it 
was merged, as merged it would be, 
In the Jarger cause of France. 

The whole situation at Dakar, sald 
Mr, Churchill, was transformed in 
the most unfavourable manner dy the

That was to 
say, it took a ton of bombs to kill 
three-quarters of a person. There- 
fore, the deadlincss of attack in Ihts 
war appeared ta be only 1-13th “of 
that of 1914-18." 

‘Good Shelter System 


Mr, Churchill gave Britain's shelter 
system as the explanation. ‘ 

“We expected,” the Prime Minister 
continued, when wé entered ‘the war, 
to sustain losses of three - thousand 
killed and 12,000 wounded night after 
night. Since the war began up to 
last Saturday, as the result of air 
bombing, about 8,500 people have 
been killed ond {3.000 wounded,"?

Mr, Churchill, “declared, that- it 
would take ten years at the present 
rate for half the ‘houses of London 
to be demolished but quite a lot of 
things were going to happen to Hitler 
and tho Nazi regime before ever 
ten years were over (Cheers).

EVACUATION AND 
REALITIES 


IT is probable that mote 
verbal and written words have 
been expended on the evacuation 
of British families from Hong- 
kong than on ony other subject 
within recent years.. Mostly the 
comment has been highly 
critical, and in some respects 
justified. But there has also 
been a considerable amount of 
loose and unbalanced thinking. 


We have always felt that ao 
good case could be made out in 
mitigation of Government's deci- 
sion, though we concede to none 
our criticism of the manner in 
which the’ evacuation was ef- 
fected. To-day there is cause 
for the continued precautionary 
measures. The situation in the 
Far East is decidedly more de- 
licate than it was three months 
ago, though it is not with the 
intention of being alarmist that 
we ask for a realistic appraisal 
of political conditions jn the 
Orient to-day. Several points, 
however, have become esta- 
blished since the first of our 
evacuees left Hongkong, all con- 
tributing ‘to - 2 completely 
changed situation in this part of 
the world. *

Good Shelter System 

Mr, Churchill gave Britain's shelter 
system os the explanation. 

“We expected,” the Prime Minister 
continued, when we entered the war, 
to sustain losses of three thousand 
killed and 12,000 wounded night after 
night. Since the war began up to 
last Saturday, aa the result of alr 
bombing, about 8,500 peopte have 
been killed and 13,000 wounded." 

“The destruction of property has, 
however, been very considerable,” 

Mr. Churchill ‘declared that it 
would take ten years at the present 
rate for half the houses of London 
to be demolished but quite a lot of 
things were going to happen to Hitler 
ond the Nazi regime before even 
ten years were over (Cheers), Even 
Mussolini had some experiences 
ahead of him which he had not fore- 
seen at the time when he thought it 
safe and profitable to stab the 
stricken and prostrate French Re- 
public Jn the back. 

Reprisals Sterile 

Asking his hearers not to go into 
a sterile controversy on the subject 
of what were or were not reprisals, 
Mr, Churchill declared that no-one 
must Jook forward to any relief from 
bombing merely from winter weather, 
“It may be that some 
new method will be devised to make 
wholesale bombing of civilian popula- 
tion by, night or in fogs more exciting 
to the enemy than it Js at present.”

and sanguinary conflict with the 
Vichy French. 

After paying tribute to the judg- 
ment of General de Gaulle, Mr. 
Churchill said the Government had 
no intention whatever of abandoning 
Generol de Gaulle's cause until it 
was merged, as merged {t would be, 
in the Inrger cause of France.

Buses Hit: Cause 
Casualties 

LONDON, Oct. 8 (Reuter).— 
A bomb which fell on a main 
London thoroughfare seriously 
damaged two omnibuses and 
Killed and seriously fnjured a 
number of persons during to- 
day's activity over London. 

This Is revealed in an official 
communique, which states that 
during the morning enemy air- 
craft, which flew over London at 
a great height, were engaged by 
British fighters and several were 


shot down. 

Some bombs were dropped but In 
spite of the fact that traffic wos at 
its height, casualties were not 
numerous. 

There were, however, 
injuries among railway passengers 
when a train was hit by debris. 

A_ shelter and some industrial 
buildings were damoged later tn the 
day when aon attack was made by 
low-flying aircraft. Particulars of 
casualties are not yet available, 

A few bombs ore also reported to 
have been dropped In other parts of 
south-east England during the morn- 
ing but no serious damoge or 
casualties are reported, *
